a. Provides wide-area oceanic surface and air surveillance data. 
Maintains FLTSURVSUPPCOM and detachments at sites throughout the 
world. Includes management r administration, supervisory r clerical , 
maintenance and supply support required to support the entire 
functional area. 

b. Provides technical support to FLTSURVSUPPCOM detachments. 
Performs analysis and selection of equipment, radar/ communi- 
cations/computer system interface. Integration and interoperability. 
Prepares and implements mobilization and contingency plans for sites. 
Provides technical support and assistance for the future Space 
Information Management System. 

c. Provides operational Interface between FLTSURVSUPPCOM and 
OTH-B, Fleet Commanders in Chief and Chief of Naval Education and 
Training. Identifies solutions to deficiencies in operational 
requirements. Provides for evaluation of systems and analysis of 
validity of extracted data to identify problems and provide 
solutions.
